The death of no other unofficial 


person could have made 
a deeper 


impression in England than that of 
Lord Northcliffe. 
The news was not 


a surprise, as the bulletins issued by 
the doctors for the last week plainly 
indicated that their patient was dy- 
ing. 


Lord Northcliffe was by far the 


most noted figure' in British Jour- 
nalism, and the first question 
on 


everyone's lips was as to what ef- 
fect his death will have on the po- 
licies of the Times, and his other 
newspapers, which since the end of 
the war have strongly opposed the 
Lloyd George administration and its 
principles with the notable 
excep- 


tion of its dealings with Ireland, 
which the Northcliffe press support- 
ed throughout. 


It was stated the cause of Lord 


Northcliffe's death was the produc- 
tion of pus within the-heart,, which 
was followed by acute blood poison- 
ing. 


Son of Irish Barrister 


Viscount Northcliffe, the son of an 


Irish barrister, became an editor at 
17 years, owner and publisher of the 
London Times and Daily Mail, the 
moulder of public opinion, a man of 
powerful influence in the

who with David Lloyd George, 


contributed in a great measure to 
arousing England to more vigorous 
action in the war. 


He was created Baron of the Isle

Another Futility 


DEPORTS that the French and British view- 
** points on the condition of Germany 
had 


been reconciled, with a temporary moratorium 
for reparations payments agreed upon 
and 


general harmony, are now seen to have been 
premature. The French spouted with indigna- 
tion when they discovered that Great Britain's 
idea was a serious demand for reduction of re- 
parations to one-third of the present figure, 
and the London conference blew up. 
Whether 


the reported moratorium for the rest of the 
year will stand, considering the explosion, is a 
minor matter. The moratorium was too short 
to do much good, anyhow. The only real result 
of the conference is the explosion. 


New emphasis is laid by the situation up- 


on the breach that has wrecked the entente, al- 
though neither France nor Britain yet dares to 
admit it publicly as a breach. 
But no two na- 


tions could be farther apart on a common ques- 
tion of international politics, unless they were 
actually at war. France is determined to make 
Germany pay. if it breaks France to do it and 
if it breaks Germany. England wants Ger- 
many to be let off with an indemnity within 
her means, and wants to advance her credits 
which will re-establish her as a world commer- 
cial power, both as buyer and seller. 


Most of the world believes that from a 


practical standpoint the British policy is far 
and away the safest and best for the world. 
French insistence is driving Germany to bank- 
ruptcy, kaiserism or bolshevism. It has already 
forced Germany into an agreement with Mos- 
cow which all of the stable governments of the 
world regard uneasily, France not less than 
the others. 
There is sentimental justification 


for the French attitude toward Germany, and 
apart from the realities of German collapse a 
warrant of law and justice. But a judgment 
against a pauper is worthless, and the attempt 
to collect it is more expensive than writing off 
the debt. France is costing herself millions of 
francs annually for the big army which she 
maintains as a standing posse to go after the 
debtor at every opportunity. 
That 
beggars 


France, and doesn't collect. 


British policy has less of poetic justice, 


but more appreciation of the facts. True, it is 
a selfish policy, grounded in urgent 
British 


need for strong world markets, just as 
the 


French policy is based upon French need for 
protection against a bigger, more 
powerful 


neighbor with a higher birthrate and a heredi- 
tary quarrel. But it happens to be the British 
policy that is best fitted to get world commerce 
back on a. sound and prosperous basis. Most 
economists believe that in the long run it must 
be followed, because there is nothing else to do. 
How long the run will be seems to depend on 
the strength of war illusions in France and the 
length to which the French nation will permit 
its government to go in screwing up taxes be- 
fore they call a halt. 


In the meantime, the London conference 


has gone ineffectually to pieces, just as did 
Genoa, Cannes and The Hague. Where do we 
Jfo from here? 


Steel in the Saddle 


ERY age has paid its tribute to brass but- 
tons. Sobeit he does not run one down, the 


''rnan on horseback'' still has his appeal to pop- 
ular imagination. 
Romance woven about the 


Canadian Northwest Mounted Police has made 
them the symbol of heroism, and in the "states" 
their glory is reflected in the Texas 
Rangers 


and the Pennsylvania mounted constabulary. 


Now let us pause to say that heroic deeds 


have been performed by individuals in all of 
these organizations, and that considerable re- 
spect is clue to their seldom faltering courage. 
But the men in the Pennsylvania state rough 
riders suffer the handicap of local conditions. 
Their? is the bad luck to have been used pri- 
marily in fighting striking mine and steel work- 
ers, and this fact serves largely to leave in the 
•shadow such heroic deeds as they have 
ac- 


complished against outlawry. Yet scores of 
them have walked unflinchingly into the jaws 
ff death, and even though the cause may not 


have been just, they do not make causes, they 
take orders. "Theirs not to reason why, theirs 
but to do and die." 


Hard men, like mine and steel workers, 


fight *rlard fights. When mounted police and 
miners or steelmen clash, brutality is sure to 
be afoot. One hard deed begets retaliation, for 
barbarity is at best just beneath the skin of the 
human animal. 
Thus horrors are committed 


—crimes against humanity that shame civiliza- 
tion. 


Down in Herrin striking miners deliberate- 


ly shot down, tortured and mutilated seventy 
odd strike breakers who sought mercy under 
a flag of truce. In the Pennsylvania steel dis- 
trict a church congregation was charged by

down. Pregnant women were beaten. Houses 
were invaded. Men were driven into the near- 
est house and clubbed if they reappeared. Rid- 
ing down strikers in the streets was a 'favorite 
method of "keeping them in hand." 
Often 


there were shootings. No doubt the' strikers 
were a rough lot, ready for violence, and given 
to sabotage. And it was thus that "mounted 
justice" dealt with them. The thing is class 
war, in which the atrocities run neck and neck. 


The trouble here isn't the men on either 


side. It is the system. 
Make the courts of 


justice the instruments to one side in an indus- 
trial conflict, even though that side were the 
right side, and a principle of democracy is 
gone. Seek to maintain order by anticipating 
disorder with hoof and club, and we make foes 
of all law and order. None can forgive or con- 
done the Herrin outrage. 
None can offer ex- 


tenuation for brutalities practiced by mounted 
police. Both are deplorable. 
But the remedy 


is neither in letting men run riot, nor in setting 
up one-sided justice on horseback. 
We must 


have free speech and free assemblage. We must 
have the right to walk the streets unmolested. 
We must have legal arrests and fair trials. We 
can't have either class taking the law into its 
own hands. In our great industrial centers de- 
mocracy is being ambushed, and that too large- 
ly by those who are its official servants. Coal 
and steel run Pennsylvania and West Virginia. 
Nobody runs Illinois.

FOR WRITERS ARE 


SOUGHT IN SWEDEN 


New Copyright Bill to be Intro- 


duced by the Govern- 


^ 
meivt 


COPENHAGEN.—A new copyright 


bill is to be introduced by tho Danish 
government. 
The present copyright 


act idves to an author and dramatise 
unlimited rights in his o<wn produc- 
tion during lifetime,, and' to his de- 
scendants unlimited rights until 50 
years after his death. Thereafter the 
rights are "free." and a publisher or 
theatrical manager can ' respectively 
publish or produce Ws works without 
paying any author's fees. 


On behalf of Its members the Dan- 


ish Authors' association has been ag- 
itating for n revision of the copyright 
net. 
It insinuates that publishers 


and theatrical managers republish and 
make use of the -works of authors who 
died more than 50 years ago because 
no royalties are involved. 
Thus the 


dead authors 
and 
playwrights are, 


they say, being used in unfair coin- 
petition against living authors, and 
dramatists. 


The association demands that an 


organization of living authors 
and 


dramatists, and not the state, control 
the works of dead colleagues after the 
expiration of the 50-year period ; that 
the rights should not then become 
free, and that it be empowered to de- 
cide-to whom royalties be distributed. 


According to the Danish press the 
authors have succeeded in making the 
goivernment see their point of view, 
and Mr. Appel, Minister of education, 
has requested representatives of as- 
sociations 
of 
authors, 
dramatists, 


composers and artists to become mem- 
bers of a joint committee to work out 
a bill to be put before the rigsdag. 


Danish organizations are said to be 


working jointly in this matter with 
their colleagues in Norway and Swe- 
den, 
and similar bills are likely ti be 


introduced in these countries.
